2.  Discussion  of  elevator  breakdowns  in  SRO  Hotels  and 
the  delays  in  the  repairs. 

Alan  Davison  of  DBI  reported  on  the  new  protocols,  which  DBI  is  using  to  handle 

complaints  about  inoperative  elevators  in  SRO  Hotels.  The  complaint  phone 

number  is  558-6220.  The  Housing  inspector  would  be  sent  within  24  hours  of  the 

call,  excluding  times  when  the  office  is  closed.  The  Inspector  would  issue  a 

Notice  of  Violation  (NOV)  immediately.  The  Inspector  would  give  the  hotel  7 

days  to  fix  the  problem  and  would  return  on  the  7lh  day.  Senior  Housing  Inspector 

Patrick  McKenzie  would  keep  track  on  all  NOV's  issued  against  hotels  for  broken 

elevators.  DBI  would  notify  Department  of  Human  Services  (DHS)  and  the 

Department  of  Public  Health  about  any  SRO  Hotel  with  a  non-functioning 

elevator.  The  representatives  of  DHS  and  DPH  would  go  to  the  hotel  and  check

support  services  while  the  elevator  is  inoperative.  DBI  recognizes  that  some 
repairs  may  be  extensive  and  may  take  more  the  seven  days  to  complete.  DBI  is 
looking  for  good  faith  efforts  in  the  meeting  the  repair  requirements.  .  If  a  hotel 
wants  to  permanently  take  an  elevator  out  of  service,  the  hotel  must  obtain  a 
permit  from  DBI.  Sam  Patel  mentioned  that  there  are  only  four  or  five  elevator 
repair  companies  that  would  service  SRO  Hotel  elevators.  The  names  of  the 
companies  are  the  Metropolitan,  the  Apple,  S.F.  Elevator,  and  the  Columbia.  The 
elevators  are  old  and  parts  are  hard  to  obtain.  One  or  more  of  the  companies  are 
considering  getting  out  of  this  type  of  repair  business. 

Gary  Massetani,  Alan  Davison  and  Sam  Patel  mentioned  the  problems 
inherent  in  the  repairs  of  the  elevators.  The  elevators  will  eventually  have  to  be 
replaced.  Most  elevators  do  not  comply  with  current  building  code  requirements 
and  ADA  requirements.  Replacing  the  elevators  will  result  in  more  costs  in 
building  renovation.  Costs  are  estimated  to  be  $25,000  per  floor  to  retrofit 
elevators.  If  renovations  to  be  building  as  required  by  the  building  codes  and  the 
federal  ADA  standards  were  required,  the  final  cost  would  be  prohibitive  to  the 
Hotel  owners. 

Antoinetta  Stadlman  mentioned  that  renovations  that  have  to  include  ADA 
and  certain  contemporary  "building  code"  standards  inevitably  lose  around  20% 
of  their  units  after  their  rehabilitation,  and  that  this  was  a  major  roadblock  to 
initiating  work  on  elevators.  In  light  of  the  current  housing  crisis,  Antoinetta 
Stadlman  stated  her  preference  that  nothing  should  be  done,  until  such 
requirements  were  either  repealed  or  rehabilitation  and  replacement  situations 
were  exempted  from  the  present  requirements. 

Amie  Fishman  suggested  that  a  survey  be  done  to  determine  the  extent  of 
the  problem.  The  Chair  suggested  that  DBI  keep  records  of  the  complaints  and  a 
report  be  made  in  the  future.  Antoinetta  Stadlman  suggested  that  a  representative 
of  an  elevator  repair  service  speak  at  the  next  scheduled  meeting  of  the 
Committee.  Sam  Patel  volunteered  to  invite  the  speaker.

The  Chair  asked  for  general  oral  summaries  from  the  Mission  SRO  Collaborative 
("Mission")  and  the  Chinatown  SRO  Collaborative  ("Chinatown"),  which  is  composed  of 
the  Community  Development  Center  and  the  Chinese  Progressive  Association,  as  to  what 
they  have  done  to  date  to  meet  some  or  all  of  the  requirements  of  the  enabling  ordinance. 
These  groups  were  funded  through  the  efforts  of  the  SRO  Task  Force. 

Wai-Ching  Kwan  stated  that  the  Chinatown  had  outreached  to  tenants  in  SRO 
hotels  in  Chinatown  and  conducted  workshops  on  Fire-safety  and  mitigation  of  potential 
personal  problems.  Chinatown  set  up  building  coordinators  and  tenants  representatives 
who  meet  on  a  regular  basis.  Chinatown  has  conducted  a  survey  of  tenants'  needs  and 
have  to  date  outreached  to  800  tenants.  By  June,  Chinatown  will  have  reached  1000 
tenants.  It  should  also  be  stated  that  the  Fire  Department  Inspector  has  taken  a  major  role 
in  the  education  workshops. 

Amie  Fishman  of  the  Mission  SRO  Collaborative  stated  that  the  Mission  has 
outreached  to  people  in  2000  units  in  the  Mission  District  since  it  was  funded.  The 
agency  does  individual  counseling  on  eviction  problems,  referrals  for  eviction  defense, 
workshops  on  fire  prevention  and  health  &  safety  measures.  The  Mission  has  conducted 
classes  in  English  and  Spanish.  The  Mission  has  conducted  leadership  training  sessions 
and  established  field  organizers.  The  Mission  has  worked  toward  tenant  stabilization  in 
the  Mission  District.  It  should  also  be  stated  that  the  Fire  Department  Inspector  has  taken 
a  major  role  in  the  education  workshops  of  this  program  as  well. 

Fire  Marshall  Gary  Massetani  reported  that  a  Fire  Inspector  has  been  assigned  to 
do  the  workshop  training  component  of  the  CBO's  workshops  on  fire  prevention  and  fire 


mitigation.  However,  this  work  is  not  budgeted  into  the  SFFD  budget.  It  will  be 
necessary  that  funding  be  obtained  for  the  Fire  Inspector's  services. 

Chairman  Ernie  Llorente  reported  that  the  City  Attorney  investigator  who  was 
funded  by  the  initiatives  of  the  SRO  Task  Force  has  been  meeting  with  tenants  and 
tenants'  groups.  She  has  provided  individual  counseling  and  referrals.  She  has  referred 
cases  to  the  City  Attorney's  Office  for  Investigation  and  Prosecution.  The  number  of 
complaints  about  "Musical  Room"  and  HCO  violations  has  dropped  due  to  the  outreach 
efforts  of  the  City  Attorney's  Office.  City  Attorney  Louise  Renne  personally  spoke 
before  a  large  meeting  of  hotel  owners-  thanks  to  the  efforts  of  Sam  Patel. 

With  regard  to  enforcement  of  code  violations  by  City  agencies,  this  committee 
had  held  sessions  to  determine  how  to  best  conduct  inspections  of  SRO  Hotels. 

4.  Discussion  of  the  workplan  for  the  Committee  in  relation 
to  the  workplan  of  the  Full  Task  Force  from  this  point  to  the  end 
of  the  year. 

The  Committee  recommends  that  the  work  of  the  Chinatown  SRO  Collaborative 
and  the  Mission  SRO  Collaborative  be  continued  and  strengthened. 

The  Committee  recommends  that  the  Fire  Department  be  funded  for  the  work 
performed  by  the  Fire  Inspector  who  has  been  providing  fire  safety  and  mitigation 
workshops  for  many  community  and  tenants'  organizations. 

The  Committee  recommends  that  the  CBO's  operating  in  the  tenderloin  district 
should  be  funded  to  do  the  same  type  of  work  performed  by  the  Chinatown  and  the 
Mission  SRO  Collaborative. 

With  regard  to  extending  the  opportunities  of  for  tenant  stabilization,  the 
Committee  recommends  that  a  CBO  be  identified  which  can  work  with  "problem  tenants 
with  mental,  emotional  or  other  personal  problems.  The  Committee  recommends  that  a 
case  management  and/or  supportive  services  program  be  established  for  tenants  in  hotels. 
This  program  could  address  the  need  to  prevent  accidental  or  intentional  fires  in  hotels. 

The  Committee  recommends  that  these  recommendations  be  made  a  part  of  a 
greater  seamless  proposal  to  be  made  to  the  Board  of  Supervisors.  The  Committee  will 
work  toward  that  end  with  the  other  committees. 

The  Committee  recommends  that  more  representatives  of  the  Hotel  owners  be 
invited  to  participate  in  the  Task  Force.  More  involvement  by  the  hotel  owners  would 
greatly  facilitate  communication  and  trust  between  and  among  the  parties.

The  Report  from  the  Chair 

Steering  Committee  met  and  decided  that  the  following  goals  should  be  reached  before 
the  end  of  the  term:  (The  complete  list  of  the  Draft  Goals  and  Objectives  are  attached  to 
these  notes) 

Come  to  a  common  definition  of  "Homelessness". 

Solidify  the  CCSF  emergency  response  to  undeclared  emergencies  by  defining  and 
designating  the  lead  agency  to  do  immediate  follow  up  after  non-catastrophic  events  and 
call  meeting  to  plan  short  and  long  term  response  strategies. 

Lu  Canton  stated  that  there  is  already  in  place  a  plan  and  a  protocol  to  handle  all 
emergencies.  Lu's  view  is  that  the  problem  can  be  fixed  internally  by  the  agencies,  which 
have  the  responsibility. 

The  Chair  voiced  her  personal  opinion  that  there  has  not  been  a  consistent  response  by 
the  City  when  people  are  displaced  by  fire. 

Fire  Marshall  Gary  Massetani  stated  that  the  Fire  department  does  call  the  support 
services  when  people  are  displaced.  Members  of  the  Task  Force  voiced  their  opinion  that 
the  referrals  from  the  Fire  Department  has  been  inconsistent  and  may  be  the  function  of 
the  on  site  fire  commander. 

Lu  voiced  the  view  that  the  communications  center  may  be  part  of  the  problem. 

Martin  Ayala  of  Red  Cross  stated  that  his  group  gets  to  the  scene  between  30  to  60 
minutes  of  being  notified. 


The  Chair  felt  that  the  steering  committee  and  the  Fire  Mitigation  Committee  should 
continue  to  work  on  this  issue..  Regarding  the  list  of  hotels  willing  to  take  victims  both 
on  a  temporary  and  permanent  basis  after  a  fire,  Sam  Patel  reported  that  he  would  have  a 
list  by  early  May. 

The  Chair  felt  that  outreach  efforts  should  be  extended  to  the  licensed  and  unlicensed 
Board  and  Care  Facilities  in  the  Bay  View  District.  There  was  a  recent  fire  in  the  Bay 
View. 

George  Smith  felt  that  this  group  should  help  the  unlicensed  Board  and  Care  Facilities  be 
licensed.  He  does  not  want  these  facilities  to  be  shut  down. 

Antoinetta  Stadlman  felt  that  this  group  should  not  be  involved  in  that  activity  since  it  is 
not  part  of  the  mission  as  stated  in  the  enabling  legislation  which  formed  the  Task  Force. 

Amie  Fishman  reported  that  her  group,  the  Mission  SRO  Collaborative  has  been  doing 
work  at  the  Franciscan  Hotel  in  the  Bayview  District.  She  reported  that  more  work  could 
be  done  for  tenants  in  SRO's  and  apartment  buildings 

On  another  topic,  Maria  Martinez  stated  that  there  are  differences  between  the  SOMA 
area  and  the  Tenderloin  Area  and  people  working  in  both  areas  should  be  aware  of  the 
cultural  and  social  differences. 

George  Smith  mentioned  that  the  rent  board  should  be  included  when  the  Task  Force 
deals  with  tenant  problems  as  musical  rooms. 

Ernie  Llorente  stated  that  the  Rent  Board  couldn't  intervene  if  the  guest  at  the  hotel  has 
not  acquired  permanent  or  long  term  tenancy  status  pursuant  to  the  Civil  Code.  The 
challenge  is  to  monitor  the  hotels  which  has  mixed  use  permanent  tenancy  and  tourist 
rooms.  The  City  Attorney's  Office  has  an  investigator  funded  by  the  Board  of 
Supervisors  upon  the  initiative  of  this  Task  Force  to  educate  and  field  complaints  of 
tenants.  The  City  Attorney's  Office  handles  complaints  of  Musical  Room  evictions  and 
HCO  violations. 

The  Chair  inquired  whether  the  City  Attorney  Investigator  position  still  needs  to  be 
funded  by  add  back  funds  from  the  Board  of  Supervisors.  Ernie  stated  that  he  would  find 
out  and  report  back. 

Regarding  Long  Term  Tenant  Stabilization 

Amie  Fishman  stated  that  more  effort  be  made  to  ensure  that  tenants  displaced  by  fire  be 
able  to  re-acquire  their  rooms  back  after  rehabilitation  of  the  building. 
Antoinetta,  Amie  and  Ernie  mentioned  the  need  for  a  case  management  or  support  service 
system  for  problem  tenants. 

Regarding  Structural  Rehabilitation 

Sam  mentioned  that  the  permit  process  should  be  modified  or  'tweaked'  so  that 

rehabilitation  permits  could  be  fast  tracked  after  a  fire. 

Amie  wondered  if  hotel  owners  would  use  a  fire  to  kick  out  undesirable  tenants. 


Sam  responded  that  hotel  owners  would  not  do  that  because  they  would  lose  income  and 
the  insurance  companies  may  not  pay  out  if  the  hotel  is  not  making  its  best  efforts  to 
maintain  the  hotel. 

Fire  Marshal  Gary  Massetani  reported  that  the  Task  Force  must  take  up  the  issue  of 
funding  the  fire  inspector  position.  The  committee  took  up  the  issue  and  recommends  to 
the  Task  Force  that  one  FTE  position  of  Fire  Inspector  be  funded  for  the  purpose  of 
conducting  training  session  for  SRO  Tenants.  Gary  also  reported  that  the  Fire 
Department  is  starting  a  new  program  educating  youth  on  fire  safety. 

Maria  Martinez  gave  her  report  from  her  committee,  which  deals  with  families  in  SRO's. 
Her  committee  is  doing  a  comprehensive  survey  of  those  families  living  in  SRO's.  Two 
hundred  families  will  be  surveyed.  Child  development  and  environmental  concerns  will 
be  evaluated. 

The  basic  questions  are:  Who  are  they?  and  What  do  they  need? 

Amie  expressed  a  concern  that  child  protective  services  if  called  on  to  investigate 
problems  in  SRO's  may  break  up  families.  The  committee  is  sensitive  to  that  concern. 

Maria  mentioned  that  environmental  health  is  not  part  of  the  Task  Force  charge  and 
maybe  it  should  be.  She  attended  the  February  TB  meeting  and  reported  that 
Tuberculosis  is  a  growing  problem  among  families  living  in  SRO's.  In  addition,  she  is 
concerned  about  children  falling  out  of  hotel  windows. 

Returning  to  the  Investigations  and  Prosecutions  committee  report,  Amie  mentioned  that 
the  committee  discussed  at  length  the  problem  of  broken  elevators.  Gary  reported  that 
DBI  now  has  a  protocol  to  handle  problems  and  a  process  to  activate  DPH  and  DHS 
services  for  tenants  who  are  stuck  in  hotels  with  broken  elevators  and  need  food  and 
medicines. 

Ernie  reported  that  DBI  has  a  phone  number  that  tenants  can  call.  It  is  558-6220.  A 
housing  inspector  would  respond  within  24  hours  of  a  call,  excluding  days  when  the 
office  is  not  open. 

Antoinetta  expressed  the  frustration  when  elevators  break  down  during  the  weekend  and 
are  only  fixed  during  the  week. 

Regarding  Announcements: 

George  Smith  reported  that  the  Hamilton  Center  for  homeless  families,  located  at  260 
Golden  Gate  Avenue  is  opening  tomorrow.  The  center  will  have  158  beds. 

Regarding  Public  Comment: 

Ron  Goshardt  of  the  Mission  Agenda  stated  that  the  Committee  on  Families  in  SRO's 
should  be  careful  in  its  stated  mission  of  "getting  families  and  children  out  of  SRO's". 
The  mission  might  give  incentives  to  hotel  owners  not  to  take  in  these  families  who  have 
no  other  place  to  stay  in  the  short  run.

The  Chair  reported  on  the  Task  Force's  presentation  to  the  Board  of  Supervisor's 
Committee  on  Economic  Vitality  and  Social  Policy.  The  first  part  of  the 
presentation  was  an  introduction  to  the  Task  Force  and  the  work  of  the  respective 
committees. 

The  Chair  reported  on  the  work  of  this  committee  as  it  related  to  addressing  the 
problems  of  "Musical  Rooms"  and  the  violations  of  the  Hotel  Conversion 
Ordinance. 

The  Chair  reported  on  the  work  toward  long  term  stabilization  of  tenants  so  they 
would  not  be  susceptible  to  eviction  actions.  The  Chair  commended  the  work  of 
the  Committee  on  Families  with  Children  Living  in  SRO  Hotels  and  asked  the 
Supervisors  to  review  recommendation  four  of  the  Report  as  it  related  to  an 
interdisciplinary  outreach  team  which  could  work  with  families  in  SRO's. 

The  Chair  recommended  that  the  same  team  could  be  developed  to  outreach 
other  tenants  in  SRO's  who  have  mental,  emotional,  social  and  or  drug/alcohol 
problems.  The  team  could  assess  and  make  effective  referrals  to  existing  agencies 
which  could  provide  one  on  one  services  and/or  case  management  services. 

The  Chair  provided  committee  members  with  the  letter  drafted  by  Task  Force 
Task  Chair  Anne  Kronenberg  to  Supervisor  Gerardo  Sandoval.  The  letter 
included  a  preliminary  budget  for  the  outreach  team  in  the  amount  of  $500,000.00 
dollars. 

Antoinette  Stadlman  raised  the  issue  of  what  criteria  should  this  outreach  team 
use  in  terms  of  responding  to  calls  for  service. 

Sam  Patel  responded  that  tenants  first  contact  the  hotel  managers  and  then  the 
managers  would  make  the  call. 

Antoinetta  stated  that  the  outreach  team  itself  should  develop  its  own  screening 
criteria  so  that  it  wouldn't  have  to  respond  to  multiple  calls  which  have  no  real 
need. 

Sam  Patel  and  Kirin  Patel  suggested  that  at  least  two  teams  be  established  for 
hotels  clustered  in  the  tenderloin  and  the  south  of  market  ("SOMA")  districts. 
The  tenderloin  hotels  have  at  least  2000  units  and  the  SOMA  has  at  least  1000 
units. 

Debbie  Raucher  suggested  that  two  teams  be  assigned  to  the  tenderloin  district. 
Ms.  Raucher  stated  that  earlier  discussions  on  this  subject  included  referrals  from 
DBI  Inspectors  and  Hotel  managers.  It  was  reported  that  DBI  was  planning  a  unit 
by  unit  inspection  of  all  SRO  Hotels  to  find  problems  involving  hoarders  and 
clutterers  and  habitability  issues. 


The  Committee  consensus  was  that  referrals  to  the  outreach  teams  should  come 
from  all  interested  parties  as  tenants,  Community  Based  Organizations, 
owners/managers  and  City  agencies  which  have  oversight  responsibilities  with  the 
hotel. 

Antoinetta  Stadlman  suggested  that  a  pilot  program  of  six  month  duration  be  first 
established.  Another  suggestion  was  that  there  be  more  teams  with  less  people 
per  team  as  five  2  person  teams  as  opposed  to  two  5  person  teams.  The  team 
members  with  specialties  would  be  flexible  in  the  assignments  so  the  needs  of 
particular  tenants  could  be  addressed. 

Amie  Fishman  suggested  that  the  Committee  review  a  proposal  drafted  by  the 
Mission  Housing  Collaborative  for  an  outreach  team  to  serve  tenants.  She  will 
bring  copies  for  the  next  meeting. 

Debbie  Raucher  and  other  members  suggested  that  the  first  area  to  be  served 
should  be  the  6th  Street  Corridor,  since  there  is  a  large  number  of  units  in  a  closely 
compacted  area. 

The  consensus  of  the  committee  was  that  the  tenderloin  and  the  6lh  Street  Corridor 
should  be  the  areas  for  the  pilot  programs. 

Debbie  Raucher  further  suggested  that  this  program  leverage  existing  services  as 
the  money  management  program  of  the  Tenderloin  Housing  Collective  and  the 
Hoarders  and  Clutterers  counseling  and  support  program  of  the  Mental  Health 
Association. 

The  committee  suggested  that  the  Chair  contact  Anne  Kronenberg  and  work  with 
her  on  pursuing  the  initiatives  with  the  Board  of  Supervisors.  The  Chair  agreed  to 
e-mail  Anne.

Chair  Anne  Kronenberg  reported  that  the  Central  City  SRO  Collaborative  has  tentative 
funding  for  $200,00.00.  The  terms  of  the  final  grant  and  the  contract  will  still  have  to  be 
worked  out.  Department  of  Public  Health  or  the  Department  of  Human  Services  may  be 
administering  the  contract  to  be  awarded  to  the  Central  City  SRO  Collaborative.

Fire  Marshall  Gary  Massetani  and  Lt.  Peter  Schembri  presented  the  Fire  Departments 
policy  on  inspecting  SRO  Hotels,  and  on  plans  to  enforce  the  Sprinkler  Ordinance. 

Lt.  Schembri,  who  is  assigned  to  develop  inspection  programs  for  Treasure  Island,  Care 
Facilities  and  High  rise  buildings  including  SRO  Hotels,  stated  that  following  the 
Mayor's  Initiative,  the  SFFD  assigned  Inspector  Con  Chinn  to  work  with  the  hotel 
tenants,  hotel  managers/owners,  and  community  based  tenants'  advocates.  Inspector 
Chinn  provides  valuable  information  on  fire  prevention  and  fire  safety,  and  mediates 
problems  with  the  various  stakeholders. 

The  SFFD  has  been  working  with  150  hotels  on  fire  prevention  programs.  The  SFFD  set 
up  educational  programs  in  hotels  that  are  near  to  other  hotels  with  similar  problems. 
Setting  up  programs  in  clusters  of  hotels  worked  in  the  Mission  District  but  no  so  well  in 
Chinatown.  The  reason  is  because  the  Chinatown  tenants  are  mainly  elderly  monolingual 
people  who  do  not  venture  out  of  their  hotels  for  training  programs.  Different  education 
strategies  are  being  developed  for  Chinatown. 

The  SFFD  is  working  toward  the  implementation  of  the  new  sprinkler  ordinance. 
Initially,  the  SFFD  will  work  off  a  list  of  300  hotels,  developed  by  the  Department  of 
Building  Inspection  ("DBI"),  and  determine  which  hotels  will  have  to  comply  with  the 
requirements  of  the  Sprinkler  Ordinance.  SFFD  will  be  working  with  Rosemary  Bosque 
of  DBI  in  doing  the  assessment. 

Antoinetta  commented  that  the  process  for  obtaining  permits  for  installation  of  sprinklers 
might  be  similar  to  the  earthquake  retrofit  effort. 

The  SFFD  is  cognizant  of  the  July  2002  compliance  date,  but  will  determine  if  "good 
faith"  efforts  were  done  by  Hotel  owners  and  managers  well  in  advance  of  the  compliance 
date.  If  so,  some  leeway  may  be  given  toward  the  completion  date  of  installation. 

Mr.  Jaime  Sanbonmatsu  of  DBI  did  not  appear  to  make  his  presentation,  because  he 
misunderstood  the  date  of  the  meeting.  Nevertheless,  Mr.  Sanbonmatsu  submitted  his 
memo  after  the  meeting  and  requested  that  it  be  included  in  the  minutes. 

The  following  is  a  summary  of  Mr.  Sanbonmatsu's  notes: 

DBI  has  instituted  a  new  pilot  program  for  SRO  Hotels.  The  DBI  will  conduct  intensive 
room  by  room  inspections  for  the  worst  violators  of  the  Building  and  Housing  Codes. 
"Worst"  is  defined  as  hotels  with  more  that  40  violations  in  the  last  two  years. 

The  inspection  effort  is  the  first  attempt  to  base  inspections  on  a  mathematical  standard, 
rather  than  a  subjective  good- fair-poor  rating. 
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DBI  obtained  abatement  of  1249  habitability  violations  in  the  following  17  hotels: 
20  6th  Street,  51  6*  Street,  74  6th  Street,  175  6*  Street,  438  Broadway,  662  Clay  Street, 
5060  Julian  Street,  5060  Mission  Street,  580  O'farrell  Street,  3061  16*  Street  364  Eddy 
Street,  640  Eddy  Street,  140  Ellis  Street,  465  Ellis  Street,  250  Kearny  Street,  1430  Larldn 
Street,  and  1941  Mission  Street. 

DBI  issued  criminal  citations  against  two  hotels,  1 18  Taylor  Street  (ceiling  missing  from 
plumbing  and  roof  damage,  and  175  6A  Street,  (elevator) 

DBI  made  a  referral  for  a  SRO  Hotel  to  the  City  Attorney's  Office  for  civil  prosecution 

DBI  issued  Notices  of  Violation  ("NOVs")  against  five  hotels  for  HCO  violations 

4.  Public  Comment 

Scott  Pridemore  of  Utility  Cost  Management,  reported  that  the  City  charges  the  SRO 
Hotels  the  same  sewer  rates  as  large  commercial  hotels  and  not  the  rates  charged 
residential  apartment  buildings.  Mr.  Pridemore  commented  that  SRO  Hotels  should  be 
charged  residential  rates.  Mr.  Pridemore  stated  in  answer  to  a  question  from  the  Chair, 
how  much  lost  income  would  the  City  have  to  absorb  if  the  rates  were  changed,  that 
amount  would  be  around  1.3  million  dollars. 

Amie  commented  that  any  rate  change  should  be  governed  by  efforts  by  the  hotel  to 
provide  long-term  tenant  stabilization.  The  Chair  commented  that  there  might  be  a  legal 
challenge  to  that  proposal  if  it  became  law. 

Cathy  Garza  of  Supervisor  Newsome's  Office  stated  that  a  rate  change  might  be  tied  to 
the  adherence  to  the  sprinkler  ordinance.  Cathy  then  called  for  Ms.  Cordero,  the  aide  of 
Supervisor  Daly.  Ms.  Cordero  reported  that  Daly's  Office  is  preparing  and  will  be 
presenting  legislation  on  the  rate  change.
